S.0. 1812(E), —Whereas the Central Government has received a proposal made by 
M/s. Gujarat State Petroleum Corporation Limited, Block-15, 2 nd Floor, Udyog Bhavan, 
Sector-11, Gandhinagar - 382 011 (Gujarat) to the Petroleum and Explosives Safety 
Organisation for permission to import certain explosives by air from France for oil 
exploration purposes; 

And, whereas the Petroleum and Explosives Safety Organisation is satisfied that 
the proposed import of explosives shall be used for oil exploration purposes and, 
therefore, necessary exemption may be granted from the purview of sub-rule (2) of rule 
31 of the Explosives Rules, 1983 (hereinafter referred to as the said rules) which 
prohibits import or export of explosives specified herein by air; 

And, whereas the Director General of Civil Aviation has in exercise of powers 
conferred by sub-rule (1) of rule 3 of the Aircraft (Carriage of Dangerous Goods) Rules, 
2003, granted necessary permission with certain conditions to M/s. Gujarat State 
Petroleum Corporation Limited, Gandhinagar, Gujarat to carry such explosives by air 
vide their pennit number 332-DG/2006 dated the 14 th September, 2006 which is valid 
upto the 15 th March, 2007; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (2) of section 
14 of the Explosives Act, 1884 (4 of 1884), and oil the recommendations made by the 
Petroleum and Explosives Safety Organisation and the Director General of Civil 
Aviation, the Central Government hereby exempts M/s. Gujarat State Petroleum 
Corporation Limited, Gandhinagar, Gujarat from the provisions of sub-rule (2) of rule 
31 of the said rules, for import of the following explosives, the items and quantities of 
which are specified in the Table below, by air from M/s. Special Cargo Services BV 
Breguetlaan, 9, 1438 BA Dude Meer, The Netherlands for Etudes et Productions 
Schlumberger, 1 rue Henri Becquerel, B.P. 202, 92142, Clamart Cedex, France at 
Chennai airport, namely:-
